The Art Institute of Chicago was incorporated May 24, 1879, 
for the “founding and maintenance of schools of art and design, 
the formation and exhibition of collections of objects of art, and 
the cultivation and extension of the arts of design by any appropri- 
ate means.” The charter was amended, taking effect on December, 
1, 1925, and now reads, “for the object to found, build, maintain 
and operate museums of fine arts, schools and libraries of art, 
design, and the drama, with authority to confer degrees and grant 
diplomas; to build, maintain and operate theatres, lecture hails, 
workshops and lunch rooms in connection therewith, and to carry 
on appropriate activities conducive to the artistic development 
of the community; to form, preserve and exhibit collections of 
objects of art of all kinds; to cultivate and extend the arts of 
design and the drama by any appropriate means; to provide lec- 
tures, instruction, and entertainments including dramatic, operatic 
and musical performances of all kinds, in furtherance of the gen- 
eral purposes of the Institute; to receive in trust property of all 
kinds and to exercise all necessary powers as trustees for such trust 
estates whose objects are in furtherance of the general powers of 
the Institute, or for the establishment or maintenance of works 
of art in the community.” 





The museum building upon the lake front, first occupied in 
1893, is open to the public every week day from September 1 to 
May 31; from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; to 5:30 from June 1 to August 31; 
Sundays from 12 to 8 p.m. from September 1 to May 31, to 9 p.m. 
from June 1 to August 31. Admission is free to members and their 
families and to schoo] children of Illinois at all times, and free 
to all upon Wednesdays, Saturdays, Sundays, and public holidays. 
The Ryerson and Burnham Libraries are open free on week days 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays also 
from 6 to 9 p.m., Sundays, 2 to 6 p.m. 

The art school, affording comprehensive courses in the fine and 
applied arts, together with the Kenneth Sawyer Goodman Memorial 
Theatre, is under the same roof. The latter has a separate en- 
trance at Monroe Street and South Park Drive. 

All members are entitled, with their families and visiting 
friends, to the use of the Ryerson and Burnham Libraries as well 
as to admission to all exhibitions, receptions, public lectures, and 
entertainments given by The Art Institute (excepting the Sunday 
concerts). 

Visitors desiring to see the collections of the museum under 
guidance may make appointments with museum instructors.

To the Governing Members of the Art Institute of Chicago: 


The Art Institute of Chicago during the past year has 
not only managed to balance its budget but has paid off some 
of its indebtedness as well. The credit for this accomplish- 
ment is due primarily to Mr. Burkholder, Business Manager 
of the Art Institute, the devoted Finance Committee of the 
Trustees and the high call-money rate. Under the Museum 
Act both The Art Institute and the Field Museum have been 
receiving for several years through the South Park Board 
over two hundred thousand dollars each. The sum to be 
received for 1930 will now be apportioned among three in- 
stitutions instead of two when the Shedd Aquarium is com- 
pleted and in operation. The Art Institute will receive this 
year for maintenance about $100,000 less than in 1929, due 
to a reduction in interest rates, the division of income 
through the South Park Board and the reduction in the 
assessed value of property in the Loop District. The Budget 
Committee have therefore recommended and the Trustees 
have passed a budget for 1930 carrying with it a deficit of 
over $20,000. This budget does not include a probable 
deficit for the Theatre. 

The net receipts from the Membership Department 
amounted to $122,425.86 during the calendar year ending 
December 31, 1929. The Life Membership Endowment 
Fund is now our largest restricted fund, amounting to $1,- 
135,245 ; $101,951 was added to it during the year. We 
now have 6 Honorary Members, 243 Governing Members, 
8,984 Life Members, 262 Sustaining Members, 9,522 An- 
nual Members; in all a membership of 19,017—a gain dur- 
ing the year of 910 members. Robert M. Hutchins, Presi- 
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dent of The University of Chicago, Walter Dill Scott, 
President of Northwestern University, were elected to 
Honorary Membership. ‘The following were elected Goy- 
erning Members: Mrs. Ernest A. Hamill, Miss Gwethalyn 
Jones, Martin C. Schwab. The following were elected 
Benefactors and their names ordered placed upon the bronze 
tablet in the entrance to the Museum: Watson F. Blair, 
Wilhelmine Coolbaugh, Mrs. Charles Deering, Edward L, 
Ryerson, Elizabeth E. Spence. ‘The Trustees have at the 
beginning of the year increased the number of Vice-Presi- 
dents from two to three and have elected Percy B. Eckhart 
to this office. 

Abram Poole and Walter B. Smith were reélected 
Trustees and Horace S. Oakley was elected for a seven-year 
term, a service which he had merely begun when death called 
him. His wisdom, gracious personality and scholarship will 
be sadly missed by his fellow Trustees as well as by the staff 
of the Institution. 

In January William McCallin McKee, Curator of 
Prints and Drawings since 1922, died suddenly and unex- 
pectedly. ‘The warmth and generosity of his nature endeared 
him to young and old alike. He collected friends as some 
of us collect first editions. His place has not yet been filled 
and, in a personal way, never can be filled. A fund in his 
memory has been subscribed by some of his friends, the in- 
come of which is to be used for the purchase of prints form- 
ing a collection to be known as the William MecCallin 
McKee Collection. This fund has reached a total of 
$26,636. 

During the year we have mourned the passing of the 
following patrons and Governing Members: Mrs. Jule F. 
Brower, William L. Browne, E. F. Carry, Joseph H. De- 
frees, Reuben H. Donnelley, Harry Hart, Chauncey Keep, 
Mrs. William S. North, Mrs. Julius Rosenwald, Charles H. 
Wacker, Frederick Latimer Wells. 
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The attendance at the Art Institute for the year 1929 

numbered 1,006,122. 
4 The formal dedication of the Burnham Library took 
place on October 8 under the auspices of the Chicago Chapter 
of The American Institute of Architects. To the character 
and ability of Daniel Hudson Burnham, the generous founder 
of the Burnham Library, many tributes were paid, at a dinner 
given in honor of this occasion. The area formerly occupied 
by the Burnham Library is now occupied by the more ex- 
pensive books and the periodicals of the Ryerson Library. 
This general expansion of library service has been greatly ap- 
preciated by members, students and professional architects and 
designers. Consulting visitors making scholarly use of the 
library number four thousand more than in former years. 
In all 98,707 persons have made use of the library during 
the past year. The number of books in the Ryerson and 
Burnham libraries now total 29,784 volumes. 

To the continued generosity of friends the Library is 
indebted for its increasing size and value; particularly to 
Mr. Martin A. Ryerson for his ever active interest in the 
welfare of the library, as well as for funds, and for indi- 
vidual books. Through Mr. Ryerson the Oriental division 
has recently been enriched by 77 volumes describing and 
illustrating the Treasures of the Seven Great Temples of 
Nara, “Shichidaiji Okagami’”— issued by the Tokio Fine 
Arts School, 1921-1929; and by two volumes of the work of 
Utamaro, Momo Chidori Kyoto Awase—Book of Birds, 
1796. 

Mr. Alfred E. Hamill has added this year some espe- 
cially fine books. Among them are: “Les Costumes Ré- 
gionaux de La France” by de Gardilanne and Moffat. The 
four-volume work “Die Elfenbeinskulpturen vom VIII bis 
XI Jahrhundert,” by Adolf Goldschmidt, 1914-26, fills a 
special gap in the collection. Other important gifts have 
come to the Library from Robert Allerton, Mrs. Emily 
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Crane Chadbourne, Edward C. Crossett, William O. Good- 
man, Charles H. Worcester, Juan C. Cebrian, Irving K, 
Pond, Mrs. William A. Otis, Mrs. Forsythe Sherfesee and 
the Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

The service of the Library in finding information for 
members of the Institute staff, in assisting students and the 
general public depends largely on the complete, full and ac- 
curate cataloguing of books, publications of societies and 
magazines, as well as of lantern slides and photographs. The 
need for this cataloguing is felt more and more, with the 
growth in size and importance not only of the Library 
itself, but of the Art Institute as a whole and of the Art 
School. The importance of having all possible references 
quickly at hand is ever increasing, and the Librarian must 
pursue, however belatedly, the ideal of indexing everything 
on the shelves with fair completeness. The accomplishment 
of this ideal requires scholarly, expert and expensive service, 
carefully organized to produce effective results. The limi- 
tations of the staff have so far made it impossible to do more 
than aim at accuracy and a general indexing of the resources 
of the library. 

Miss Sarah L. Mitchell, for fifteen years the zealous 
and constructive head of Ryerson Library, proffered her 
_ resignation to the Trustees in July. Miss Etheldred Abbot, 
a librarian of wide experience and ripe scholarship, was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacant post. 

A room for the sale of post-cards, catalogs and publica- 
tions of the Art Institute has been arranged north of the 
entrance lobby. For the first time such publications as the 
Scammon lectures are adequately arranged for inspection by 
the public. The publication for 1929, “Lithography for the 
Artist,” by Bolton Brown, is now on the press. ‘Total sales 
of reproductions and catalogs amounted to $16,264.19. 

The Goodman Theatre has produced during the year 
the following plays new to Chicago audiences: O’Casey’s 
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“The Shadow of a Gunman,” Hamilton’s “Lizard Gap,” 
Pirandello’s “Six Characters in Search of an Author,” Lei- 
vick’s “The Golem,” Capek’s “The Makropoulos Secret.” 
Of the standard and classic type of plays the following have 
been produced: “Romeo and Juliet,” “The Critic,” “Dear 
Brutus,” by Barrie, Ibsen’s “When We Dead Awaken” and 
“Tour du Monde” by Jules Verne and d’Ennery. 

The new Studio Theatre; the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
William O. Goodman, was completed last spring, too late 
for formal opening last season. It is now housing the pro- 
ductions (in French) of the International Theatre and has 
served for such productions by the students as “Pan and the 
Young Shepherd,” “Trojan Women,” and “Lilies of the 
Field.” 

The students continue their use of the main theatre for 
the Children’s matinees on Saturday afternoons. Mr. Louis 
E. Laflin, Jr.’s dramatization of “Hans Brinker” was the 
most popular Children’s play of the four years’ life of the 
theatre. The current season for Children opened with 
“Ivanhoe.” 

Professor F. B. Millet of the University of Chicago has 
made the following appreciative statement of the work of 
the Goodman: “I am inclined to think that the Goodman 
Theatre is the most important dramatic event in Chicago 
since the Fire . . . . Its greatest service is the presen- 
tation of plays no commercial manager, not even the The- 
atre Guild, would think of offering to a Chicago audience 

and of the two the Goodman is the more im- 
portant, for it is indigenous.” 

During the year 1929 the School made marked progress 
towards its objective of closer correlation between classroom 
projects and professional work. ‘This was particularly true 
in the Department of Design through arrangements made 
whereby a number of graduate students continue their study 
at the Institute while doing part-time work in the design

departments of manufacturing plants. As a class project the 
students in the Graduate Atelier painted the mural decora- 
tions for the new Studio Theatre at the Goodman Theatre, 
Additions to the faculty include Boris Anisfeld, R. Fayer- 
weather Babcock, Laura Bannon, O. N. Forkert, Davenport 
Griffen, Carl Hoeckner, Julia Johnson, Mildred Luthardt, 
Helen Mackenzie, Barbara Maynard, Mahlon Moulds, 
William Ernest Ross, Charles Schlesinger, Harold Sheffield, 
Willard Smythe, Charles A. Wilimovsky. J. Scott Mac- 
Nutt came to the School in September from Washington 
University to take over the position of Associate Dean, 
vacated by the resignation of Edward W. Rannells. At the 
close of the school year in June, Emil Zettler was made 
Professor of Architectural Sculpture and the rank of assistant 
professor was conferred upon Lloyd H. Cowan, Ernst F. 
Detterer, Helen Gardner, Jessie P. Lacey, Howard K. 
Morse, Allen E. Philbrick, Frederick V. Poole, F. de Forrest 
Schook, Matilda Vanderpoel and Laura Van Pappelendam. 

An interesting development in the use of moving pic- 
tures has taken place in the life and research classes. The 
original equipment for this work was given by Mrs. James 
Nelson Raymond, and methods of use were instituted by 
Charles H. Woodbury, visiting instructor in the school. 
Films are used to stress the anatomy of the human figure 
and of animals as shown in action, with all natural move- 
ments of the body indicated. When action might otherwise 
be too rapid, slow-motion films are used. The result is that 
the life drawings now have a feeling of action frequently 
lacking when the stationary model alone was used. 

As a result of the Annual Scholarship Competition the 
following awards were made: 

The Anna Louise Raymond Traveling Fellowship, 
$1,500, Theodore Roszak. 

The William M. R. French Traveling Scholarship, 
$1,000, Jack Wolfe. 
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The American Traveling Scholarship, $250, Merlin 
Pollock. 

As a result of outstanding work and promise during the 
three-year course in the Department of Design, the Ella 
Peters Cole and Roswell A. Peters Scholarships of $500 each 
were awarded to Tess Moore and Helen Nickol. 

Enrollment in the Day, Saturday, Evening and Summer 
Schools totaled 4,393. 

In 1929 former students and friends of Mrs. H. J. Hall 
presented the Mrs. Herman J. Hall Memorial Fund of 
$3,100 to aid the adult education work in the Department 
of Museum Instruction. In other large art museums this 
department is wholly or in large part endowed. In the Art 
Institute the Department has always been self-supporting. 
It is hoped that the Hall Fund will be but the initial gift 
in an endowment for a department whose most important 
and vital educational activities can never be self-supporting. 
The attendance of the department—26,405 in 1929 shows 
an increase of one-third over the previous year (647 lectures). 

The Membership Lecturer, Mr. Dudley Crafts Watson, 
whose work is made possible by the James Nelson Raymond 
Public School and Childrens’ Lecture Fund, spoke before 
113,011 individuals during the past year. 

The Children’s Museum has received a group in minia- 
ture showing the studio of Donatello, the gift of Lorado 
Taft; a bronze horse by Renée Sintenis, the gift of Charles 
H. Worcester; six carved spoons from Timor, the gift of 
Frank G. Logan; and objects for a case to illustrate the 
processes in bookbinding, given by R. R. Donnelley and 
Sons Co. 

The exhibition of toys, prints, costumes, illustrated 
books and valentines of interest to children have been varied 
and educational. ‘The Curator has continued her talks to 
children on Saturday mornings, lecturing also in the Depart- 
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ment of Museum Instruction and in the Art History Courses 
of the School. 

During the summer the entrance staircase and the walls 
on the first and second floors were finished in imitation 
marble. This greatly needed improvement was made pos- 
sible through the generous gift of Mrs. Charles H. Wor- 
cester. 

The ventilation of the galleries for temporary exhibi- 
tions in Gunsaulus Hall has been greatly improved, rendering 
these galleries comfortable for the summer visitor. New 
seats were installed in Fullerton Hall and a small room built 
in the north section of the Mather wing to house the records 
of the Secretary and Business Manager. 

131,810 patrons were served in the Cafeteria and 
Mather Tea Room at a net profit of $4,500. 

The Department of Painting and Sculpture received 
from Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Worcester the following: 
“The Opera Messalina” by Toulouse-Lautrec, “Maternity” 
by Forain, “Arcadian Landscape” and “The Witch” by 
Magnasco, “Nude” by J. W. Norton, “Old Cabman”’ by 
Orpen, “Saint Jerome” by Tiepolo, a portrait of Ludovico 
Madruzzo by Moroni, “Venus and Mars” by Tintoretto, 
“Madonna and Saints” by Veronese. This gift of late Vene- 
tian paintings fills a gap in the Art Institute collections with 
works of major importance. To the Winterbotham collec- 
tion the following paintings have been added through pur- 
chase: Braque “Still Life,” Dufresne “Still Life with Com- 
pote,” Goerg “The Epicure,” Lurcat “Delphi,” Marchand 
“The Garden,” Segonzac “Summer Garden.” A “Madonna 
and Child” by Adriaen Ysenbrant was added to the 
Munger Collection, and the following were acquired through 
the Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan purchase prizes: Alex- 
ander Brook “Children’s Lunch,” Arthur B. Carles 
“Arrangement,” J. Theodore Johnson “Black Mantilla,” 
W. Vladimir Rousseff “In the Open.” The most important 
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purchase of the year was that of the “Crucifixion” by 
Crivelli. A notable gift was the Triton Fountain by Carl 
Milles by a group of Chicago citizens of Swedish descent. 

Noteworthy exhibitions arranged by this department 
during the year, in addition to the Annual Exhibitions by 
American Painters, by Chicago artists and the International 
Water Color Exhibition, include the foreign section of the 
Carnegie International exhibition, sculpture by Georg Kolbe 
and Numa Patlagean, paintings by Arthur B. Davies, 
Anthony Angarola and Alexander Brook and loan collections 
borrowed from Mrs. Mary O. Jenkins, Ralph Cudney, 
George Harding, Carter H. Harrison and Paul Schulze. 

Daniel Catton Rich was made Assistant Curator of 
Paintings and Sculpture, retaining also the editorship of the 
Bulletin. 

Notable gifts to the Department of Oriental Art include 
a set of 3 Japanese paintings “Buddha and Attendant Dei- 
ties’ of the Kamakura Period, a late 17th Century scroll 
painting of the School of Moronobu, a Chinese bronze 
mirror of the Han Dynasty, a bronze censer and a bronze 
basin of the Chou Dynasty and 106 Japanese prints by vari- 
ous masters, the gift of Miss Kate S. Buckingham; a Japanese 
N6é costume, from O. C. Doering; a Chinese iron head of 
a Lohan, given by Alfred E. Hamill; 20 Fatimid textiles, 
given by Martin A. Ryerson, a page from a Cufic manu- 
script given by Frank G. Logan, Persian and Coptic jars 
and a Persian astrolabe given by Mrs. Emily Crane Chad- 
bourne. 

Miss Doris K. Wilson, for the last six years a member 
of the staff of the Oriental Department, resigned her posi- 
tion as assistant curator on October first. Miss Wilson had 
done notable work in the field of Muhammadan art, and 
will be greatly missed. 

In the Department of Prints and Drawings ninety-two 
prints were given by friends in memory of Mr. McKee. 
They include 32 English 18th Century sporting and _fish- 
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ing prints given by an anonymous donor; 3 French 18th 
Century views of Paris by Descourtis, a collection of physi- 
onotraces (17 items) including several examples by Quene- 
day, an English 18th Century landscape aquatint, 1 draw- 
ing by George Shepherd and 2 colored engravings by Barto- 
lozzi, after Holbein, from Mrs. Charles Netcher; 7 colored 
engravings by William Blake (English 18th Century), 
illustrations to Dante’s Inferno, presented by Elizabeth Day 
McCormick; “The Young Waltonians” and “Hadleigh 
Castle” mezzotints by David Lucas, after Constable, the gift 
of Walter S. Brewster; a woodcut by Springinklee “Maxi- 
milian presented by his Patron Saints” and “Christ and the 
Woman of Samaria” an engraving of the School of Béatrizet 
(French 16th Century) were presented by M. Knoedler and 
Company; 2 English 18th Century aquatints gift of I. K. 
Friedman; “Dover” an aquatint by Sutherland after Gen- 
dall, the gift of Russell Button (an important addition, 
since the original water color drawing by Gendall is already 
in the collection) ; “Chicago Tribune Tower” by Philip 
Giddens, the gift of the artist; “Boston Massacre Monu- 
ment” by V. Preissig, the gift of Beatrice Levy, and a port- 
folio of lithographs “Old Paris” by Samuel Chamberlain, 
the gift of Miss Bertha Leichtman. “The Catalogue of 
Etchings by Joseph Pennell” for the Print Library was 
given in memory of Mr. McKee by Louis A. Wuerth, com- 
piler; 7 woodcuts, 2 lithographs and 2 copper engravings 
by Edward Calvert (English 19th Century) were presented 
by the Print and Drawing Club. 

Mr. Martin A. Ryerson made a gift of 21 prints (dup- 
licates of works already in the Collection) with permission 
to dispose of them and apply the proceeds of sale to the pur- 
chase of prints. Up to the present $2,760 has been realized; 
“The Cornfield” and “Lock,” mezzotints by David Lucas 
after Constable, have been purchased from part of the pro- 
ceeds. These together with the gift of Mr. Brewster and

the purchase of the Lucas set of English Landscape and 
“Salisbury Cathedral” fill a former gap in the Collection. 

To the Albert Roullier Memorial Collection Mrs. Al- 
bert Roullier and Miss Alice Roullier have added 13 etch- 
ings by Beaufrére, 2 by Frélaut and 1 lithograph by Lau- 
rencin (self-portrait). Through the generosity of these 
donors prints of fine quality have been added year by year, 
making the Art Institute Collection of Modern French 
Prints most noteworthy. 

Eight prints by contemporary artists, gift of the Chi- 
cago Society of Etchers, were added, as well as the Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank G. Logan Purchase Prizes, and the W. 
H. T. Howe prize from the annual exhibition of the Chi- 
cago Society of Etchers. 

Interesting additions to the already important collec- 
tion of prints by Rodolphe Bresdin were made by Walter 
S. Brewster: Revue Fantaisiste, volume II, a rare book, 
with seven illustrations etched by Bresdin and a proof here- 
tofore lacking in the Collection. 

Other gifts are as follows: 1 etching by Lautensack 
“Dr. Roggenbach of Bamberg”; 1 woodcut “Frederick III 
of Saxony” by Cranach, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Potter 
Palmer; 15 lithographs by Daumier, the gift of Charles H. 
Worcester; 1 aquatint by R. Varin, completing the set of 
reproductions of Early Chicago views, the gift of Ernest 
Byfield; 3 woodcuts by C. A. Wilimovsky, the gifts of the 
artist and Frank G. Logan; portfolio “Treatise on Land- 
scape Painting’ by David Cox, the gift of Mrs. Charles 
Netcher, a collection of etchings by Saint Non, “Recueil de 
Griffonis”; from Mrs. Max Adler “Recueil de tous les 
costumes des ordres religieux et militaires’ with engraved 
plates by Jacques Charles Bar; a lithograph by Paul Bough 
Travis, the publication of 1929 of the Print Club of Cleve- 
land; a woodcut by Lepére from Mrs. Arthur Meeker; 4 
engravings of ships by Bangeau after Montardier for use by 
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Decorative Arts Department, the gift of Ellen N. LaMotte; 
an etching by Kathe Kollwitz from Dr. J. B. DeLee; an 
etching by Dirk Baksteen, the gift of the artist; a draw- 
ing by Despiau, the gift of Robert Allerton, and a drawing 
by Ruskin, the gift of Alfred Hamill. 

Additions to the Clarence Buckingham Collection by 
Miss Kate S. Buckingham include the Set of Six Knots (B. 
140-145), “Imperial Coat of Arms” on the back of “Arms 
of Florian Waldauft” (B. 158 I), “Arms of the Kressen- 
stein Family” (B. 161), woodcuts by Albrecht Diirer. 

Several important additions have been made by pur- 
chase: from the John H. Wrenn Fund “Salisbury Cathe- 
dral” and a portfolio of 22 English landscape mezzotints 
by David Lucas after Constable, a drawing by Delacroix, 
4 woodcuts by Rockwell Kent, 2 woodcuts by Jungton and 
Steinbrecher and 27 contemporary German woodcuts; the 
Joseph Brooks Fair Fund; the “Edmond de Goncourt” 
etching by Bracquemond, and ‘Saracenesca’”’ by Bouverie- 
Hoyton, “The Slaughter” by C. F. Tunnicliffe, and “Colonel 
Capper” by Francis Dodd, from the Albert Wolf Fund; a 
miniature, “Jesus in the Likeness of an English King” (Eng- 
lish 13th Century) from the Simeon B. Williams Fund. 

Of especial interest among the small gallery exhibitions 
were: “Woodcuts and Engravings by Diirer”’ and “Early 
Italian Engraving,” both loans from the collection of Mr. 
and Mrs. Potter Palmer, and “Prints by Old Masters,” 
“The Etchings by Van Dyck” and “Selection of Etchings 
by Rembrandt,” from the Clarence Buckingham Collection. 

Among the large gallery exhibitions the “Survey of 
Lithography” from its invention to the present day was held 
in conjunction with the Scammon Lectures on lithographs 
given by Bolton Brown. It is interesting to note that a com- 
prehensive showing in this field can be made from the Art 
Institute’s permanent collection. 

A new activity in exhibitions undertaken by the De- 
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partment was the inauguration of an International Exhibi- 
tion of Lithography and Wood Engraving by contem- 
porary artists which will be held annually hereafter. About 
1,300 prints were entered of which 380 were selected by 
the Jury. Sales amounted to $3,700. A selection of about 
100 prints will go on circuit to other American Museums. 

The Department is indebted to Mrs. Duncan Hodges 
for faithful and efficient help given gratuitously. Also, to 
Miss Mabel Norin and Miss Marie Smith for help at the 
desk in the gallery during the First International Lithograph 
and Wood Engraving Exhibition. 

Exhibitions in the Department of Decorative Arts in- 
cluded Early American Quilts, American Coverlets, English 
Furniture and Glass, Italian Needlework and Modern Tex- 
tiles and Wall-papers from the collection of Robert Allerton. 

The gifts to the Department include 55 pieces of Eng- 
lish porcelain, 16 pieces of English and American furniture, 
the gift of Mrs. Emily Crane Chadbourne. A Spanish rug, 
a pair of English needlework sconces, a Queen Anne needle- 
work panel, English mirrors, candelabra and side tables, 


and a contemporary head in pottery by Wolfgang Wallner, — 


the gift of Robert Allerton. Eleven costumes, chasubles and 
altar frontals were given by Mrs. J. Ogden Armour; 5 pieces 
of English copper lustre, 19th Century, were given by Mr. 
Maurice L. Rothschild. Miss Elizabeth Day McCormick gave 
16 French manikins dating from the 14th to the 17th Century. 
An English 17th Century cabinet and stand was given by 
Mrs. John Borden, ten Russian headdresses, 6 manikins, 
fans and shoes were the gift of Mrs. Potter Palmer; 78 
pieces of lace were given by an anonymous donor. Textiles 
and costumes were presented through the Needlework Guild 
by Mrs. Chauncey B. Borland, Mrs. Edna S. Wheeler, Mrs. 
Charles Netcher, and an English chatelaine of the Stuart 
period was purchased and presented by this Society which 
has had an astonishing growth in membership and in service 
since its foundation. 
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Galleries have been named in honor of the follow- 
ing: Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan Gallery 41, Mr. 
and Mrs. William O. Goodman Gallery 43, Mr. and Mrs, 
Martin A. Ryerson Galleries 28, 29, 30 and 31, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles H. Worcester Gallery 45, Richard R. Crane, 
Jr. Gallery L 6. 

The Association of Arts and Industries of which Col. 
William Nelson Pelouze is President has presented to the 
Art Institute securities totalling $260,000, the income from 
which is to be used to maintain a department of Industrial 
Art in the Art Institute Art School. It is expected that a 
grant of $100,000 promised by the General Education Board 
upon the completion of subscriptions will presently become 
available also. The beginnings of a school of Industrial Art 
in which the training of the American designer may be de- 
veloped is thus made possible by the untiring work of Colonel 
Pelouze and his associates. The chief subscribers to this 
fund have been the late Gustave Hottinger $50,000, Mrs. 
Catherine Barker Spaulding $50,000, Julius Rosenwald 
$50,000, Mrs. Rockefeller McCormick $17,460.21, Adolph 
Karpen $16,666.66, Johnson Furniture Company $16,666.66. 

Among the gifts to the Art Institute not previously re- 
ferred to may be mentioned that of $2,000 by Mrs. Anna 
L. Raymond toward the support of the James Nelson Ray- 
mond Public School and Children’s Lecture Fund, $4,870 
from the Burnham Family for the completion of the Daniel 
Burnham Memorial Library of Architecture, $2,000 from 
Martin A. Ryerson for the purchase of books. 

Increases to the Art Institute restricted and unrestricted 
funds amount to $682,886.49. Among the funds unrestricted 
as to use may be mentioned the Augusta N. Rosenwald Fund 
of $50,000; the Isabella F. Blackstone Fund of $10,000; an 
increase to the Elizabeth E. Spence Fund of $34,420.76, of 
whose estate the Art Institute was the residuary legatee. 
The income from the Agnes Allerton Gallery Fund of 
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$50,000 was given by Robert Allerton as an endowment. A 
Scholarship fund for foreign travel and study amounting to 
$50,000 was founded by Edward L. Ryerson. Other scholar- 
ship and prize funds made available during the year include 
increases to the Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan Prize Fund 
of $3,700, the Watson F. Blair Prize Fund of $25,000, the 
William and Bertha Clusmann Prize Fund of $2,500, an 
increase in the Renaissance Scholarship Fund of $500, and 
an increase to the Newton H. Carpenter Scholarship Fund 
of $1,053.25, the gift of the Art Students’ League. The 
Employees Loan and Benefit Fund has been increased dur- 
ing the year by gifts from Frank G. Logan of $5,300, Mrs. 
Anna L. Raymond of $4,000. It now totals $14,468. 
An adequate pension system which will take care of old 
and loyal employees is one of the crying needs of the Art 
Institute. 

Last spring President Dawes appointed a Committee on 
Fine Arts for the forthcoming Century of Progress Exposi- 
tion, with Chauncey McCormick as chairman. This Com- 
mittee asked your Director to go abroad during the summer 
to make various contacts with art officials and artists and 
to make recommendations for the conduct of the Depart- 
ment. The Trustees of the Art Institute released your Di- 
rector for this service. It is hoped that an addition to the 
Art Institute may be constructed, permanent in character, 
which will be used during the Exposition to house an Inter- 
national Department of Fine Arts and which will afterward 
serve to house the collections of the Art Institute now in 
storage. No funds are at present available for the construc- 
tion of this necessary addition to the Art Institute Building. 
An owner of Michigan Avenue property has objected to this 
proposed addition and has entered suit to prevent it, thus 
rendering it impossible, until the Supreme Court finally de- 
cides the case, to undertake any campaign to secure funds 
for construction or to proceed with plans for a department of 
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Fine Arts worthy of Chicago. ‘The Trustees feel that both 
the law and public opinion will be overwhelmingly in favor 
of the Art Institute, and hope that funds can be raised for 
building during the coming summer, if the suit is then termi- 
nated.

BENEFACTORS AND MEMBERS 

BENEFACTORS: Whenever any person shall have contributed 
twenty-five thousand dollars or more, or its equivalent, to The Art 
Institute of Chicago, he shall be named a Benefactor of The Art 
Institute, and his name shall be printed in each Annual Report 
under the head of Benefactors of The Art Institute, and also be 
placed on the Benefactors’ tablet in the main hall. 

Living Benefactors become Honorary Governing Life Mem- 
bers and are henceforth exempt from dues. 

HONORARY MEMBERS: Honorary Members are chosen 
from among persons who have rendered eminent service to the 
institution. 

GOVERNING MEMBERS only shall have the right to vote 
for or be eligible to the office of Trustee. The number of Govern- 
ing Members shall be limited to two hundred and fifty. Each 
Governing Member pays one hundred dollars upon election and 
annual dues of twenty-five dollars. 

Governing Members, upon payment of four hundred dollars, 
are exempt from dues and are known as GOVERNING LIFE 
MEMBERS. The receipts from these funds are invested, and the 
income only expended. 

SUSTAINING MEMBERS: Sustaining Members shall be those 
who contribute twenty-five dollars or more annually to The Art 
Institute. They shall be entitled to all the privileges of Governing 
Members, excepting the right to vote for, or be eligible to, the office 
of Trustee. 

LIFE MEMBERS: Life Members, upon the payment of one 
hundred dollars, have all the privileges of Annual Members for 
life. All receipts from these memberships are invested, and the 
income only expended. 

ANNUAL MEMBERS: Annual Members pay ten dollars a 
year. 

All members are entitled, with their families and non-resident 
visiting friends, to all lectures, receptions, and exhibitions given 
by The Art Institute, with the exception of special entertainments 
in Fullerton Hall, the Kenneth Sawyer Goodman Memorial Theatre 
or elsewhere. Sunday concerts are also excepted.
